Clinton P. Anderson (D-NM) 
designed to establish that each 
new Senate has the right to de- 
termine its own rules by a ma- 
jority vote. 


The vote, first scheduled Thurs- 


day, was postponed until today. 


Anderson's motion was the first 


in an effort of a bipartisan group 
of Northern and Western senators 
to put a tight curb on filibusters. 


They said that if they lost out on 


this first round, they would at- 
tempt ta change more to their lik- 
ing a compromise antifilibuster 
resolution of Majority Leader Lyn- 
don B. Johnson (D-Tex). 


It was Johnson who offered the 


motion to table Anderson's pro- 
posal. 


Sen. Jacob K. Javits (R-NY), 


one of the coalition leaders, said 
the showdown on Johnson's tabling 
motion would be "the decisive 
vote on this whole question." 


Opponents of a change in Senate 


rules contend that adoption of An- 
derson's motion would leave the 
Senate without any rules and open 
up a Pandora's Box of confusion. 


In a move to counter that argu- 


ment, the coalition forces planned 
to revise the proposal somewhat 
before the showdown vote. 


Specifically, it would be revised 


to read that the rules of the Sen- 
ate in the last Congress shall pre- 
vail in the new 86th Congress ex- 
cept for Rule 22, the antualibuster 
rule. 


Another new section would spell 


out that immediately 
following 


adoption of the resolution, the 
next order of business in the Sen- 
ate would be to consider the revi- 
sion of Rule 22.

WASHINGTON (AP)—President 


Eisenhower today challenged the 
heavily Democratic new Congress 
to meet the Communist threat by 
living within his 77-billion-dollar 
budget and working toward tax 
relief "in the foreseeable future." 


In a State of the Union message 


outlining administration plans for 
building a better and stronger 
America in this space age of ca- 
tastrophic war possibilities, the 
President said his formula is de- 
signed to preserve this nation's 
way of life. 


Useless expenditures, he said, 


"might tend to undermine the 
economy and therefore the na- 
tion's safely." 


His 5,000-word address, prepared 


for personal delivery at a joint 
session of the Senate and House, 
also set forth'these other highlight 
proposals calling for: 


1. Enactment of new civil rights 


legislation to be submitted to Con- 
gress soon. Without being specific 
about the legislation, the President 
deplored closing of some public 
schools in the integration contro- 
versy, and pledged anew he will 
take every action necessary to en- 
force the law as interpreted by 
the courts. 


2. New laws aimed at wiping 


out "corruption, racketeering, and 
abuse of power and trust in labor- 
management affairs." Eisenhower 
expressed disappointment'the last 
Congress, also Democratic-control- 
led, did not act in this field des- 
pite disclosures by the investigat- 
ing committee headed by Sen. 
John L. McClellan (D-Aik). 


3. Amendment of the 1946 full 


employment law "to make it clear 
that the government intends to use 
all appropriate means to protect 
the buying power of the dollar."

Clinton P. Anderson (D-NM) 
designed to establish that each 
new Senate has the right to de- 
termine its own rules by a ma- 
jority vote. 


The vote, first scheduled Thurs- 


day, was postponed until today. 


Anderson's motion was the first 


in an effort of a bipartisan group 
of Northern and Western senators 
to put a tight curb on filibusters. 


They said that if they lost out on 


this first roond, they would at- 
tempt to change more to their lik- 
ing a compromise antifilibuster 
resolution of Majority Leader Lyn- 
don B. Johnson (D-Tex). 


It was Johnson who offered the 


motion to table Anderson's pro- 
posal. 


Sen. 
Jacob K. Javits (R-NY), 


one of the coalition leaders, said 
the showdown on Johnson's tabling 
motion would be "the decisive 
vote on this whole question." 


Opponents of a change in Senate 


rules contend that adoption of An- 
derson's motion would leave the 
Senate without any rules and open 
up a Pandora's Box of confusion. 


In a move to counter that argu- 


ment, the coalition forces planned 
to revise the proposal somewhat 
before the showdown vote. 


Specifically, it would be revised 


to read that the rules of the Sen- 
ate in the last Congress shall pre- 
vail in the new 86th Congress ex- 
cept for Rule 22, the antifilibuster 
rule. 


Another new section would spell 


out that immediately following 
adoption of the resolution, the 
next order of business in the Sen- 
ate would be to consider the revi- 
sion of Rule 22.

Eisenhower today challenged the 
heavily Democratic new Congress 
to meet the Communist threat by 
living within his 77-billion-dollar 
budget and working toward tax- 
relief "in the foreseeable future." 


In a State of the Union message 


outlining administration plans for 
building a better and stronger 
America in this space age of ca- 
tastrophic war possibilities, the 
President said his formula is de- 
signed to preserve this nation's 
way of life. 


Useless expenditures, he said, 


"might tend to undermine the 
economy and therefore the na- 
tion's safely " 


His 5,000-word address, prepared 


for personal delivery at a joint 
session of the Senate and House, 
also set forth-these other highlight 
proposals calling for: 


1. Enactment of new civil rights 


legislation to be submitted to Con- 
gress soon. Without being specific 
about the legislation, the President 
deplored closing of some public 
schools in the integration contro- 
versy, and pledged anew he will 
take every action necessary to en- 
force the law as interpreted by 
the courts. 


2. New laws aimed at wiping 


out "corruption, racketeering, and 
abuse of power and trust in labor- 
management affairs." Eisenhower 
expressed disappointment'the last 
Congress, also Democratic-control- 
led, did not act in this field des- 
pite disclosures by the investigat- 
ing committee headed by Sen 
John L. McClellan (D-Ark). 


3. Amendment of the 1946 full 


employment law "to make it clear 
that the government intends to use 
all appropriate means to protect 
the buying power of the dollar."

to curb the wage-price spiral. And 
he announced he will set up a 
Cabinet committee on price sta- 
bility for economic growth. 


4. Passage of new farm legisla- 


tion designed to reduce heavy fed- 
eral outlays in that field event- 
ually, and to assure "greater free- 
dom for markets to reflect the 
wishes of producers and con- 
sumers." 


As in the case of the others, 


Eisenhower went into no detail on 
the farm program. The specific

Eisenhower told Congress the 


nation's economy is strong and 
healthy, and that the 1958 business 
recession is fading into history. 


"Personal income," he said, "is

Under the National Defense Ed- 


ucation Act, money appropriated 
by Congress will be channeled to 
states to help start expanded pro- 
grams in the elementary grades 
and high schools for training fu- 
ture scientists and engineers. 


Eochm said the money would 


help buy new equipment for visual 
education classes set up to stimu- 
late interest in science subjects. 
In addition, he said, appropriations 
will enable hiring of consultants 
who will aid teachers preparing 
expanded courses. 


"We have noted a lot of enthus- 


iasm among teachers in schools 
across the state for improved sci- 
ence and mathematics courses," 
the superintendent said. 


"But it is impossible to firm 


up an over-all program until we 
get the money and are able to 
go to the^schools with our propos- 
als."

and Erie each heading one sys- ' 
tern. 


Such a plan would leave the Cen- 


tral and the Pennsylvania in a 
very competitive position. 


It had been apparent for several 


months that the Central was cool- 
ing on the merger idea. Its offi- 
cials, mostly new to the road, be- 
lieve they have improved the rail 
plant to a point where it can make 
big money with a return of boom 
conditions.

HOLLYWOOD f AP) — The mov- 


ie industry's biggest problem for 
1959 is starpower. 


This column has already ex- 


plained how 12 top stars virtually 
rule the picture industry because 
of their drawing power. Now pro- 
ducers are discovering to their dis- 
may that the draws are not as 
powerful as they're reputed to be. 


A topflight industry source told 


me that at least two or three of 
the supposedly golden dozen have 
done so-so-to-poor "business with 
their last three pictures. 


"Most of the top names are get- 


ting too old to attract the younger 
audience, \\~ho make up the bulk 
of movie goers/' this source re- 
marked. "There are few younger 
names coming up these clays. The 
supply of stars is getting to the 
critical stage; if it isn't solved, 
Hollywood is going to be in real 
trouble." 


The figures seem to bear him 


out Average age of the top 12 is 
46. Only two, Marlon Brando and 
Tony Curtis, are in their 30s. 


Despite the declining box office 


for some of the mature stars, they 
still draw the big pictures. The 
reason for this is the changing 
economics of the Mm business. 
Many of the big pictures are made 
by independent producers, who 
must go to the banks for financ- 
ing. Bankers are more willing to 


loan millions for a film if assured 
it will star a name actor. 


There are some hopeful signs. 


The actresses seem to be making 
a comeback after being eclipsed 
by the male stars for a long pc- 
nod. T\\o women, Liz Taylor and 
Brigitje Bardot, made the top 10 
of Motion Picture Herald's box of- 
fice poll; last year the list was 
all-male. 


Six other dolls—Doris Day, Kim 


Novak, Ingrid Bergman, Joanne 
Woodward, Debbie Reynolds and 
Deborah Kerr — made the list of 
the next 15 stars in box office pow- 
er.

center around men, and the males 
will still have to shoulder the ma- 
jor burden.

Boyle's Column 


By HAL BOYLE 


NEW YORK (AP)—The look of 


Manhattan is changing rapidly 
now under the impetus of the 
greatest face-lifting program in 
municipal history. 


Landmarks are being torn down 


and buildings are rising as the 
brisk' winds of the present blow 
the dust of the past in the pedes- 
trian's eye. 


At lunch hour, particularly in 


fair weather, the sites of the 
climbing new skyscrapers are sur- 
rounded by pale-featured 
office 


peasants. They are fascinated by 
the sight of their fellow men earn- 
ing a living by the sweat of their 
brow and Hie use of their hands 
under the open sky. 


Watching a couple of steel- 


workers nonchalantly stroll across 
a girder high overhead, one office 
peasant turned to a friend and 
said: "They are men. They are 
real men!" 


In his voice was a mixture of 


admiration and wistful envy—a 
conscious expression of the reali- 
zation that in the aristocracy of 
manhood the outdoor man has an 
edge over the indoor man. 


The wife of the indoor man may 


feel that her husband is superior 
in some snobbish way to . the 
rugged outdoor man, but the in- 
door man himself has no such 
illusion. He often feels his white 
collar is more of a badge of 
slavery than a symbol of success. 


The indoor man, caught in the 


gray dismay of civilization, often- 
finds it hard to see the importance 
of bis work—whether he merely 
shuffles papers, sells neckties, 
arranges divorces, writes tooth- 
paste ads, or answers the tele- 
phone for someone else above him 


in the office hierarchy. 


He often has a trapped feeling. 


He has left nature too far behind. 
He can control his climate by 
turning a knob at home or at the 
office. Sometimes as he does this 
he can hear life whistling by in 
the wind outside his window. And 
he knows he is missing something. 


The indoor man misses the joy 


of natural achievement that comes 
to the outdoor man—the farmer 
raising crops, the sailor taking a 
ship across the sea, the-forester 
quelling a timber fire, the brick- 
layer raising the wall of a new 
home. 


The greater creature comforts 


he enjoys do not compensate the 
indoor man for what he has lost. 
He neither sweats nor freezes at 
his job. He is usually just luke- 
warm—and he knows it. 


The outdoor man realizes this 


fact, and as a result he always 
feels he has a clear and definite 
edge over the indoor man. The 
humblest hodcarrier cannot help 
looking down on a lawyer—that is 
if he isn't in the lawyer's office 


The indoor man does the paper 


work of civilization and most of 
his problems are nervous ones 
He is essential but often doesn't 
feel he is. The outdoor man 
handles the muscular work of 
civilization, and he can see the 
result of his labors in visible 
growth—a stand of waving wheat, 
a new road through a swamp, a 
bridge across a river, a new 
building in the skyline. He is es- 
sential, and he knows it 


Inside every indoor man, home- 


sick for nature, is an outdoor 
man yearning to be free. But only 
old age or enfeeblement wall drive 
the outdoor man indoors, and he 
is never again as happy.

Sylvania Employe

It is the preser- 
vation of a way of life." 


"We must meet the world chal- 


lenge and at the same'time permit 
no stagnation in America," he 
said.
